MAY GET OUT THE VOTE. 


There is some prospect that a big- 


ger vote can be got out at township 
elections 
Local 
option 
can 
and 


likely will be presented at many of 
^those elections, and then \ou will find 
the voters going to the polls. 


Heretofore the township 
election 


has been sadly neglected in many 
places. Take Decatur township as a 
sample. Last election day it polled 
about 3,200 votes. Two weeks later 
came the election in the city, but a 
part of the township, and the vote was 
about 5,200. 


It has been the same story for 


years; many will not take the trouble 
to vote in the township election. They 
go on the theory that the tounship 
will be saved without them, though 
it is impossible to understand, judg- 
ing from result*, where they get that 
notion. 
Township affairs have been 


allowed to get in a rather deplorable 
shape, and really it looked as if there 
was no remedy, for the people could 
rot be got to go to the polls. 


Now comes the local option law to 


change all thit, perhaps. 
The people 


behind that law will see to it that it is 
tried at township elections, for it is 
there they expect their heavy results. 
Once the question of the sale of li- 
quor is presented jou can depend on 
it that the \ote will not be a trifling 
affair. 


It i» expected that after the people 


go to the polls to vote on this ques- 
tion they will not refuse to indicate 
what they think of the various candi- 
dates who will be up for office 
In 


this way it may become possible to 
defeat some poor ones who hereto- 
fore have had clear sailing in these 
township elections, but who should 
have been drn en on the rocks as soon 
as they \entured away from shore. 
*

OLD AND NEW WAY. 


The old way wa.i to take a number 


of kernels from ear* set aside for seed. 
put them into a shallcw dish or box 
w i t h o u t any markc to distinguish the 
kernels fn»m the various ears, look at 
the grain w h e n it has germinated, and 
use the corn for seed if it shows a reas- 
onably lai'Ke per cent of sprouts. 
The 


nrw way is much more scientific and 
certain 
'"The most piactical way for testing 


the germination uf each ear is by using 
a germination box." s<-ys Professor P. 
G. Hol.lcn of tin- Icwa agricultural col- 
lege in an article on "Modern Corn Cul- 
ture." ' This is a simple affair and can 
be made hy any one in an hour's time. 
Any box aiiout six inches deep and 2x3 
feet in area may be used. 
Kill the hftx 


about half full of moist sand, earth, or 
sawdust, well pressed down so that it 
will have H smooth, even surface. 
In 


case sawdust is used, il should be put 
into a gunnysack and set in a tub of 
warm water fnr half an hour so that It 
will be thoroughly moistened before 
using. 


"Take a white cloth about the size of 


the box. rule it off. checkerboard fash- 
ion. one and one-half inches each way. 
Number the checks. 1. 2. 3 and so on. 
and place the cloth o^er the sawdust 
and lack to the box at the corners and 
edges. 


SAMI'I.E I H r K E U K X T EARS. 


"Lay nut the ears lo be tested side by 


Bide on the floor. 
Remove one kernel 


from n»ar the butt, middle and tip of 
the^ear. Turn the car over and remove 
three kernels from the opposite side in 
like manner, making six kernels in all, 
thus obtaining a sample from the entire 
ear. 
Plaiu the six kernels at the end 


of the ear from which they wore taken. 
Vse care that the kernels do not get 
mixed with the kernels ffom the ear 
next to it. 
After the kernels are re- 


moved. boards may he laid over the 
rows of corn to keep them in place un- 
til the germination is known. 


IN THE BOX. 


"Place the kernels from car of corn 


No. 1 in square No. 1 of the germination 
box. and so on with all of the ears, al- 
lowing a srjuare to the kernels from 
each ear. 
Then place over this a cloth 


considerably larger than the box. Cover 
with about two inches of moist sand. 
earth or sawdust and keep in a warm 
place where it will not freeze. 


"The kernels will germinate in four 


to six days. 
Then remove the cover 


carefuly to avoid misplacing the ker- 
nels in the squares — a piece of thin 
cloth placed over the kernels before th<- 
covering is put on will prevent the ker- 
nels from sticking to the upper edge. 
Examine the kernels in the germina- 
tion box. 
If the kernels in any of the 


squares have failed to grow or show 
only weak germination, the correspond- 
ing ears should be rejected." 


BOYS MAKE BOXES. 


Each hoy in the R< nshaw school has 


made a small germination box in which 
he is testing about twenty-five ears of 
corn, enough to plant about two acres. 


As scientific methods spread among 


farmers, the germination box is coming 
into use. 
The box described by Pro- 


fessor Holden is large enough to test 
about 100 years, or a bushel of corn at 
one time. ' The experiment is neither 
costly or troublesome and those who 
have tried it regard it as invaluable. J. 
B Burrows is now testing all his seed 
corn in this way and others are acquir- 
ing the method.

WILL DO FOR IRELAND. 


1. Create an Irish council to be 


composed of eighty-two elected and 
twenty-four crown appointed mem- 
bers. 


2. Give to the council control ot 


the local government board, depart- 
ment of agriculture, congested dis- 
tricts board, commissioners of pub- 
lic; works, national education and 
Intermediate education, Inspectors of 
reformatory and Industrial schools 
and the register general. 


3. Create a special Irish treasury 


with 
control 
of 
expenditures 


amounting to $20,000,000 a year. 


4. Abolish all requirements as to 


religious belief for the 
lord lieu- 


tenant or any other official. 


5. Permit the present 
members 


of parliament from Ireland to re- 
tain their seats and retain the same 
voice In the affairs of the empire 
as they now have. 


London, May 9.—The 
government's 


long-awaited Irish council bill, which 
the Irish Nationalists seem disposed to 
accept as a step toward home rule, 
and which the Unionists are 
oppos- 


ing because It Is such a step, has been 
presented to the House of Commons, 
and passed Its first reading. 


Practically ail the members were In 


their places. 
The ministry occupied 


the front benches and 
the 
galleries 


were packed, some of the leading men 
In England being present, when 
Mr. 


Blrrell, undersecretary for Ireland, pre- 
sented the measure. 
As was expected, 


the bill caused a great stir, and hot de- 
bates are looked for while It Is pcnd- 
Ir.g.

have Its scope broadened, and the op- 
position, led by Mr. Balfour,

Little Like Home Rule. 


Compared with the home rule bills 


of 18S6 end 1906, the measure of yester- 
day confers little self-govet -ment upon 
Ireland, merely giving to the council 
control of eight departments now man- 


aged by government boards. 
A min- 


ority of the-council Is to be appointed 
by the crown, and »he lord lieutenant 
of Ireland is given power to nullify 
Its measures. 
The crown retains con- 


trol ot five departments, Including the 
constabulary. 
The control 
of 
this 


branch always has been a thorn In the 
flesh of the Irish people. 


This half-way 
measure 
Is wholly 


pleasing to no political 
party. 
The 


Unionists object to giving to 
Ireland 


the management of any departments of 
local affairs while the Irish members 
of the house of commons retain 
the 


right to legislate In similar affairs for 
England and Scotland. 
They criticise 


also the plan of government 
By 
a 


council through eight committees 
as 


complicated and cumbersome. 


The radicals are dJsapimlnted 
that 


the measure falls so far short of actual 
home rule, and the Irish members are 
even more disappointed with It, 
The 


Irish leaders, however, ar» maintain- 
ing a diplomatic attitude until they 
have time to study the provisions of 
the bill and learn the sentim:nt of the 
people.

an eighteen-Inch'telescope,1and the oth- 
er containing a shutter and 
plato- 


holder. 
The main tube Is In two parts, 


the one telescoped Into the other, snd 
Ie adjusted with i 
device 
for slow 


focusing. 


The unusual features

paratus are a peculiar arrangement ot 
the plateholder, by which a Isrge num- 
ber of exposures may bo taken on ono 
piste, and a concave lone, which en- 
larges the Image on the plate instead of 
diminishing It. as do ths leasts of the 
ordinary camera.
